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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to applicant's amendments filed on April 9, 2008. 

2. Claims 1 ,3,4,7 and 9 are pending. Claims 1 ,3 and 9 have been amended. Claims 
2,5,6 and 8 have been cancelled. 

3. All prior rejections are withdrawn in view of applicant's amendments. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 1,3,4,7 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Kubo (JP 58045401) in view of Yasumi (JP 2001-055672). 

Kubo teaches coloring hair black with compositions comprising iron salts, 
hydrogen peroxide and 3,4-dihydroxybenzaldehyde and no additional dye (page 28, 
example 13). Kubo teaches adjusting the ph (page 9, paragraphs (2) and (3) and 
peroxide of example 13 would also meet the limitations of a pH adjuster. Kubo further in 
the examples shows iron salts of sulfates and copper salts of acetates (pages 12 and 
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13, both paragraph (2)). Kubo further teaches in the examples treating at 30°C (page 9, 
paragraphs (2) and (3)). 

Kubo does not teach all the claimed embodiments in a single example and does 
not teach temperatures of 40°C or more. 

Yasumi, in the analogous art of coloring hair (wool) without using dyes, teaches 
treating animal fiber with 3,4-dihydroxybenzaldehyde at temperatures of 40°C 
(paragraph 0007, 00017 and 0027). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify the methods of Kubo by selecting the instantly claimed 
components to dye hair since Kubo teaches these components in combination as 
providing hair with a deep black color. It would have been further obvious to modify the 
dyeing methods of Kubo by incorporating the dyeing temperatures of Yasumi, because 
Yasumi teach these temperatures as efficient in dyeing animal hair with similar 
hydroxybenzaldehyde components in the absence of dye. The 30°C dyeing temperature 
of Kubo is only cited in the examples and is not limiting of the invention. A reference is 
not limited to the working examples, see In re Fracalossi, 215 USPQ 569 (CCPA 1982).
